'resno and sSan_ Jose. A machine passes 
through Traey every minute during the trav- 
eline season. 

It will be seen by the above short deseription 
that Traey is in the very center of things, not 
an isolated community on a two-train a day 
line, receiving mail once or twice a day, but 
right in the heart of the State, with wonderful 
transportation facilities, frequent mail arrivals 
and departures, and rural delivery for the out- 
side territory. It is not necessary to go to the 
ereat centers of population for your diversion 
or social life; we have it right here. But should 
one desire to spend a day for business or pleas- 
ure in the metropolis of the west, it is but a 
short trip by auto or train at a nominal cost. 

The various lodges are well represented here 
whieh furnishes soeial diversion to a_ great 
Mah y people. 

Dry farming had kept the development of 
this section back. Without water it was neces 
sary to confine the crops to barley. The land 
was summer tilled and only one crop was raised 
every two years, providing the rainfall was suf- 
Meient. With this method of farming many 
comfortable fortunes were made by the ranch 
ers. Large crops of barley were raised on a 


seasonal rainfall of only SIX inches. This 1s the

The man who wants to @o into the orehard 
or vineyard business can make his living prior 
to the time his planting comes into bearing by 
raisine small fruits or vegetables between the 
rows. Strawberries do exceedingly well and 
ripen early. Plantings of this fruit are netting 
the owner $1000 per aere. The loeal supply 
finds a ready sale in the home markets and 
bring a good price, the grower benefiting to 
the extent of a freight charge from other loeal 
ities. Some splendid apricots, grapes, pears. 
peaches, almonds, olives and grape fruit are 
being grown in home gardens in and around 
Tracey, and there is no doubt these fruits would 
prove exceedingly profitable if grown on a 
commerelal seale. 

The land that has laid for years doing duty 
less than half time, is now made to produce 
[rom one to six crops per year by the applica- 
tion of water. The Naglee-Burk association was 
amone the first to be formed. It was orean- 
ized In 1912. and eontains 4350 aeres, The Or 
eanization was changed in 1921 to a district 
under the irrigation laws of the State. 

The West Side Irrigation District comprising 


11.827 aeres was organized Oetober 15. 1915. 











Much of the land in this district is undeveloped 


and can be purchased at very reasonable prices. 

The Banta-Carbona district was organized 
March 7, 1921, and ineludes 18,500 acres. The 
plans of the district engineer have been ap- 
proved by the California Bond Certification 
Commission.
